wg recent scientific investigations in this last 
century, -startling ovidonco has come to light which points 
the finger in the direction of biological systems. We all 
have a smattering of knowledge about tho BNA molecule, and 
those aminc^acids, and other forms of early biological life 
in which makes up all life fonns on Earth. So far, it 
seems, micro-organisms, controlled by their atomic struct¬ 
ure, have had it pretty well all their own way.

WHAT IS GRAVITY? 

Sir Issac Newton really had an insight into it, but he himself 
did not say what the CAUSE of gcavitjr was. Einstein had a crack 
at it too, but no development from these two scientists on how 
to defy it was forthcoming.

Although when I was at 
oollogo and wrote a paper on the subject, the physicist who 
read it said NO to that question (?). Bu't, if you collide wi¬ 
the someone while walking, it's like hitting the ground when 
falling-your motion is checked. A force, due to collismon 
thus produces a change in velocity. Force of impact produces 
a velocity. Sudden velocity in a speeding car, etc., will 
push you into your seat-that is termed too, as gravity. 

(i,o, so many"'g's"), Then there is the other attraction 

of mass itself. But whht is mass? Mass must be a sever coll¬ 
ection of atomic particles all clinging together to create 
matter and being of sufficient density therefore must be 
mass.

Th$s tinusual item led me to develop two revolving gyros 
on a disc, which was itself swung or spun around on a 
VEETICMJ plane. But the torq.ue was too groat and the gyros 
stopped spinning. Suddenly lo and behold, there came a press 
item on Professor Eric Laithwaite and’his’anti-gravity 
device. Exactly the same as mine only-on the HOEIZONAL plane. 
This time the gyroscopes were mounted on two hinged arms and 
when spim, they rose upward. They lose all their weight. 
Professor Laithwaite then mounted a circular strip above 
them soihat when they rose, they would follow the path 
of the track, which was turned downwards. As each gyro 
rose it oxterted a pressure on the track at the centre 
as well as the edges. The whole mac^i-ine lost so much

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On reading this, I got my device out of mothballs and tried 
it this way up» It worked* However, Professor Laithwaite was

it to iiim* The idea of the swinging aim gyros as it ttood 
withhi^, was not his idea, but orignated from a man in Col¬ 
chester, Mr, Edwin Eickman, who had no scientific background, 
and was, it seems, an act of clairvoyance, because he saw 
the device in a DEE4MI The state of gyroscopic research into 
this must still be going on. It has been a long time since 
1974 and I have not heard any further developments of it save 
a few odd remarks made on Patrick Moores ’Sky At Night' TV

Now we have to leave behind mechanical devices, they 
have played thier part. Maybe we may have to use them 
VttTH other means of Anti-Gravity. 

Y/hat has Flying Saucers and modern day research in 
common. Well from the last few pages on UPO sightings we 
saw that MO^T UFOs are, in the main SILENT. That mean's 
their form of propulsion is utterly different from any¬ 
thing we know of today, but then, maybe we are on to it. 
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If as much, money could he spent on anti-gravity research as 
■was and still is, being spent on the American Space Programme, 
■wo just might have seen some results. I aay this because there 
■were a few Universities having a crack at it early in this 
lat decade. One such university was Princeton, in.the U,S.A. 
They had produced some sort of hovering saucer. Where is it 
today, or is it classified or just plain useless? 

In theirwake, or perhaps long before their research we had 
two scientists working on the problem. One was Professor Bie— 
feld of Denison University and T, Townsend Brown of the U. S. A. 

They wanted to solve, I think, the riddle of UPO propulsion, 
and camD up \?ith the idea of electrical—magnetic propulsion 
as early as 1923, when Professor Biefeld suggested to Towns¬ 
end Brown, certain research which led to a phenonenon known 
as the Biefeld-Brown effect. It was the advancement into a 
new branch of science called electrogravitation. After 28 
years of research by Brown, it appeared that for each elect¬ 
romagnetic-phenomenon there existed an electrogravitational 
analogue. 

In their first experiments, they discovered that when . 
a condenser was charged with electricity, and placed in free 
suspension, it always moved in the direction of the positive 
electrode.

WHAT IS THE MYSTERY FORCE 


FOUND IN THE PYRAMIDS

IHTRODUCnOIT BY THE EDITOR some super race of people

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it was shown that rodcs, 
from which the pyramids 
were; made, were easily 
split once the initial 
out in them was made. The 
rock split so evenly and 
smooth that it appeared 
to have been made hy super 
technology. However it is 
still a mystery where the 
rocks came from or how 
they got them there. Bid 
the ancient Egyptians float 
them dwon the, river Nile on 
wooden rafts, or waht? In . 
fact, there are pyramids 
in other places afound the 
world also. All seem to con- 
form to the.same basic de¬ 
sign with a slit pointing 
to the pole star. So who is 
copying who, and how v/as the 
knowledge passed from one 
coTxntry to the next except 
by primitive ships. But then 
remember as far as Europe 
was concerned, the world was 
flat in thhse far off times. 
Maybe other races knew bett¬ 
er, and DIB cross the seas 
to establish colonies eles- 
where ? 

ViHAT PURPOSE THE PYRAMID? 
The name itself'^RYAMIB’ when 
split up means "Eire in the 
middle!. Is this reference 
to the strange forces that 
are to be found associated 
with them? 

Leaving aside the method of 
construction, we now follow 
the item seen in the Sunday 
Express: 


THE ROLE OP THE GREAT PYR¬ 
AMID as a tomb has never tot¬ 
ally satisfied most investigat¬ 
ors and chroniclers. It has oft¬ 
en been stated that this man 
made mountain must have served 
another purpose,^than that of 
a mausoleum of an ancien't ruler. 
The various chambers within the 
pyramid have since been discov¬ 
ered and explored, but nothing 
of any significance was ever 
foixnd in them—not even the mum¬ 
my for which the pyramid was 
built. The secret of the pyra¬ 
mid itself is the ^knowledge. 

The pyramids have been vis¬ 
ited by many scientists in the 
past, and a number of these 
men have noted unusual phenom¬ 
ena associated with the Great 
Pyramid of Gizeh. Not long 
after the turn of the century, 
the British inventor Alexander 
Siemens travelled to Egypt to 
see the pyramid and accompanied 
by an Arab guide, climbed to 
the top,. 

On their reaching the stimmit, 
the guide called his attention 
to the curios fact that when¬ 
ever he raised his hands with 
his fingers outstretched, he 
wovild hear a ringing sound in 
his ears. Siemens followed the 
Arab’s example, but instead of 
hearing anything, he felt a 
distinct prickling sensation. 

Guessing there was something 
electromagnetic about what was 
happening he quickly took a’ 
newspaper he had brought with 
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him, moistened it with the 
contents of a wine bottle, 
and then wrapped the pap¬ 
er around the empty bottle. 
In this manner he had quic¬ 
kly maniif actiired a Leyden 
jar—a device which accumu¬ 
lates electrical energy. 

After holding the appara¬ 
tus over his head, he real¬ 
ised that it became increa¬ 
singly charged, to the poi¬ 
nt that sparks began to fly 
out of it. The Arab guide, 
who knew nothing about ele¬ 
ctricity, accused his com¬ 
panion of witchcraft and 
attempted to seize Siemens 
by the arm. 

At that instant, Siemens 
lowered his spark-shooting 
bottle towards the man,giv¬ 
ing the Arab such a shock 
that he was thrown to the 
stones upon which the; two ’ 
stood. 

On recovering, the teri>- 
ified guide scrambled down 
the treacherous building 
blodcs of the pyramid with 
scarcely a backward glance. 

Siemens concluded that 
for some reason the pyramid 
was discharging a powerful 
flow of eleotroma^etic 
current.. • the "Ti?hy” of which 
he could not answer. 

A more recent experiment 
conducted at the Great Pry- 
amid’s sister structure, 
the neighbouring Pyramid 
of Chepren, brought the 


enigraf of the energy flow 
to worldwide attentuon. In 
1968 a group of scientists 
from the Ein Shams Univer¬ 
sity near Cairo conducteda 
million-dollar experiment 
to measure the cosmic rays 
passing through the pyra¬ 
mid. 

The goal was to determiit, 
whether any undiscovered 
chambers still existed in 
the pyramid; for as the co- 
sraic rays strike the pyram¬ 
id uniformly from all dir¬ 
ections, they should, if 
the pyaramid was solid, be 
recorded uniformily hy the 
detection equipment. If 
there were any vaults, how¬ 
ever, the detection equip¬ 
ment would then shown a di¬ 
fferent strength for those 
areas. 

For twenty-four hours a 
dayfor more than a year, 
magnetic tapes faithfully . 
recorded the cosmic rays 
received by the detectors. 
Einally, at the end of the 
experiment, the tapes were 
taken to the Ein Shams Un¬ 
iversity to be analysed by 
the IBM 1130 computer. 

The result was absolute 
chaos. Waere there should 
have been a relatively un¬ 
iform reading among all' . 
tapes, the computer printo-. 
uts that plotted the cosmic- 
ray patterns revealed that 
the reading s were differnt 
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from day to day. 

Dr, Anr Gohed, director 
of the experiment, was quot¬ 
ed as saying; "This is sci¬ 
entifically impossible.There 
is a. mystery hero which is 
beyond explanation,.. Call 
it waht you will, occultism, 
the curse of the Pharaoh, 
scorcery of magic—there is 
some force that defies the 
laws of science at work in 
the pyramid." 

|PERHAPS the most signifi¬ 
cant experiments concerning 
"pyramid power" were carr¬ 
ied out several years ago 
by a Pfenchman maned M.Bovis, 
who ventured into the centre 
most of the Great Pyramid’s, 
chambers, called the King’s 
Chamber. 

Ferreting among the accu¬ 
mulated garbage and debris 
ho discovered the body of a 
dead cat. 'What surprised 
Bovis was that, despite the 
humidity of the chamber ado?, 
the cat’s body had not de¬ 
cayed, but instead had miam- 
mified. It was completely 
dehydrated. A credible ex¬ 
planation for this strange 
occurrence was not readily 
available and Bovis was 
still perplexed about it 
when he arrived home in Pr-: 
anoe. 

There he constructed a 
scale model of the Great 
Pyramid, with a base approx¬ 


imately one yard square. 
Recalling that the Great 
• Pyramid is one of' the most 
accurately orianted build¬ 
ings known to engineering- 
kts base is squared only 
five seconds, or 1/720 of 
a degree, off from magnet¬ 
ic north“he likewise' al¬ 
igned his pyramid model with 
the North Pole and concluded 
' his experiment by placing 
several dead animals about 
one—third of the way up in¬ 
side the pyamid. 

Y/ithout exception, the 
bodies of the animals did 
not putrefy but sloTnjl^-dried 
out. Whatever organic matter 
•was placed in the pryamid, 
the same ''.phenomenon occurred. 

It was fotmd later'that 
razor blades if placed ins¬ 
ide became sharpened after 
14 days. 

In the U. 3. A, oanada, and 
other parts of the world, 
pyramids are 'being used by 
occTiltists. They are known 
as "Feedback-Mystic Pyra¬ 
mids. " They say that, if a 
statement or wish is written 
on a piece bf paper,inserted 
inside one properly aligned, 
and then pray to the forces 
within the pyramid to grant 
the request, in some manner 
those, who have dealt with it 
say that"something" is in¬ 
deed answering their prayers 
to a degree above ^d beyond 
mere chance.

In one of the strangest, most terrifying UFO encounters of 
all time, three Kentucky women were taken out of their oar and 
subjected to torturous physical eiamininations by mysterious 
beings* 

Their inoredible ordeal has been verified by police lie de¬ 
tector testa and separate hypnotic sessions conducted by a top 
university professor. 

The women—'all lifelong churchgoers with excellent reputati¬ 
ons—remember seeing a h^lge flying sauce ♦'swoop down towards 
them as they were driving along a country road. Suddenly they 
felt an awesome force take control of their car-until it was 
hurtling along at 85 miles an hour* , ^ 

Then oame a strange SO-^ainute blank in their lives——a baff¬ 
ling gap that the women found impossible to explain.

."It is very difficul^'^for pedpie to lie under hypnosis," 
noted Dr, Sprinkle, associate professor of psychology at 
the University of V/yoraing, • - 

"And when three people in separate hypnotic sessions, all 
a^eo on the essential parts in their account, the chance 
they have lied is beyond all reasonable possibility." 

The three women — Elaine Thomas,.. 485 . Louise Sraith,445 
and Mona Stafford,35 - have lived ih'.and nea Liberty,Ken¬ 
tucky most of their lives. Two are ^andmothers and the 
third, Mona Stafford, is the mother of a 17-yeaf-old, 

They wore returning from a late supper in Stanford*,.. 29 
miles from, home, when their, nightmare began at 11;30 p.m. 
last January 6 , (1975)• Suddenly, a mile west of the city, 
a large diso-shaped object hurtled int* view, 

"It was as big as a football fieldl" recalled Louise,who 
was driving, "It v^as metallic gray with a glowing-white 
dome, a row of red lights around the middle and^fi^Q© ©3? 
four red and yellov; lights \anderneath," The UPO iStopped 
ahead of them—^hen circled around behind their oax. 
Suddenly the auto picked up speed, Louise found she couldrft 
control it,, . ; . : ■ r-?'’j- : ‘ 
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The speedometer registered 85 miles per hour! The others 
screamed to alow down-but I held my foot in the air to show them 
it wasn't even on the gas pedal!" Louise said. 

Then some awesome force began dragging the car backward.... 
and at that point came the 80 <oilnute g^ in the trio's memories. 
Their next conoious memory was of seeing a street light as they 
entered Huatonville - ei^t miles from where they'd seen thd UPO, 

The fri^tened women immediately drove to Looiise's h<Xnd in 
Liberty, They should have arrived around midnight-but it was 1, 25 
am. "An hour euad 20 minutes,may be longer, was missing-time we 
couldn't account for," Loiiise said, 

LoTiise's neck hxxrt, so she asked Mona to look at it. Mona, 
foxmd a strange red mark "like a fresh burn that hadn't blist¬ 
ered, three inches long and an inch wide. Elaine-'-s nedc had the 
same mark and so did mine." 

They summoned a next-door neighbcr, Lowell Lee, and told him 
giheir-story. He sent th^ into ^separate rooms to draw a ^etch 
of the UPO. The drawings were almost identical. The:red marks 
vanished two days later. But the hour and twenty minutes they'd 
lost continued to puzzle them...until the EK^UIRER had them 
hypnotised on two separate ocoasions in July, 

During this, all three vividly recalled what had happened to 
themfrom the tine their car was pulled backward until they re¬ 
ached Hustenvllle. Elaine Thomas remembered lying on her 

bade in a long, narrow incubator-like chamber while beings- 

"dark figures,3mall, looked about four feet higll(over Im)—^Igept 
passing by and looking in at her. 

She said a blunt instrument was pressed hard against her ch¬ 
est, causing considerable pain. At the same time, something 
was encircling her throa'b-and each time she tried to talk,she 
was choked into silence. Blaine cried softly at times under 
hypnosis. 

"Something is pressing on my throat! Like hands, all over, 
etll around...! see shadows as they pass by...pressure on my 
chest,,.they won't let me breathe! I can't get away!" 

Louise &Qith said she was in a "hot, dark" place and something 
was placed over her face. She begged the beings to let her .see 
them, and once she was allowed to look—but quickly closed her 
eyes becaxise whatever she saw was frightening. Even under hyp¬ 
nosis Louise can't remember what the beings locked like. 

Reliving her eocperience hypnotically, Louise ga^sped out: 

"Help me, Lord, please!.,,(sobbing),,,It's so dark...I'm scared. 
Get that off myace...let go my arm..1 want to get up-but I 
can't..." At one point she out; "Please^ I can't 
















do HO MORES,,.I *111 so weak...I want to die! Please don’t 
(soblsing),,,])onlt touch, me!" And later; "Can I go home now?' 
(smiling),.,I'n-going fast, so fastj...! see a light...it's 
a street light!" * 

Mona Stafford rememhered lying on a "bed in what seemed to 
he an operating room, her right arm pinned d.oym hy some, in¬ 
visible force, while three or four figures in white gowns sat 
arotmd her Tjed. She doesn't recall their features.. 

Mona "believed she was being tortured. She said that once 
her eyes felt as though they were being jerked out of her he¬ 
ad, and another time her stomach felt as if it were being 
blown up like a balloon. 

"My head hurts,*my eyes hurt so bad..."she said...."..I 
see an eye...it's kinda like orystall,.it just bursts out 
into li^t or something., .My hand .feels like it's tied 
down,..it's hurting, it's nvimb,,." 

At lone point she screamed; "Ooh! He's coming at mei. ,,0oh, 
they're pulling at raoi.thsy*?o pullingmy feet! My feet are 
being bent backwards.Twisted, I CAN'T TAKE HO MORE!" 

The women were given lie- detector tests by Detective James 
Young, senior polygraph examiner for Lexington,Kentucky, 

Police Dept., and vice-president of tne state polygraph 
association. Afterwards, Young said in a signed statements 
"It is my opinion that these women actuall;^ believe they 
did esperienoe an encounter," ^ 

Dr, Crinkle, who hypnotised: all three women twice, added; 

"It- is,quite obvious that these women have specific impress¬ 
ions which Indicate to them that they were being observed 
and handled by strange beings. In- my opinion, it would be 
very diffiotilt if not impossible for these women to fake their 
impressions. The impressions dviring the 'loss-of-time"ex¬ 
perience are similar to those of other UPO witnesses who app¬ 
arently have experionoed abduction and examination. " 

Sheriff Bill Horris of Lincoln County, where the v^OMen saw 
the UPO, told the EHQUXRSR that d-uring January there had been 
"a number of tJPO sightings in the county. "
